Taste among JfAarrriers. 


MR. EDITOR:—There seems'to be 


a great want of taste among many of 
our farmers. 
They appear to think 


that tas4e is of no importance what- 
ever—something which 
they 
have 


nothing to do with—and if they only 
attend to the important duties of the 
farm, they carfe • nothing for appear- 


ncea. 


One way in which they show want 


of taste, is in tho surroundings of 
their dwellings; they will leave an 
ox-cart, sled or hay-riggiag, in the 
door-yard, or iu close proximity to 
tho house, rather than be at the trou- 
ble of removing it a rod or two far- 
ther, where it would not be so un- 
sightly. 


Some -will liave piles of manure, 


heaps, of stones or huge piles of wood, 
left where they give an air of sloven- 
liness to the homestead, no matter 
iow new or handsome the buildings 
may be. 


There sire some farmers who limit 


shade trees.to a few so situated that 
they cannot damage 
land 
which 


they care anything about, making that 
the standard, and sacrificing a noble 
elm, or handsome oak or maple, be- 
cause they draw the juices out of the 
soil, and they fear they shall have a 
few less hills of potatoes or corn, if 
they let them remain. 


Perhaps some will say, well, my 


buildings are old, and I don't think 
it maken much difference what T have 
afound them; but I say it does make 
a great difference. 
What if the buil- 


dings are old ? if there is an air of thrift 
audneataees about them, they will not 
look 
one-half 
so unsightly. 
AVho 


would not see a difference between 
even a hovel without a shade tree or 
a rosebush and one precisely like it 
with rosebushes and woodbines, clmb- 
ing up its weather-beaten walls, cover- 
ing its numerous imperfections, and 
with the addition of one or two shade 
trees, making the spot look really at- 
tractive? It makes nearly as much 
difference as tliere is between neat- 
ness and negligence, in the interior of 
a dwelling. 


Think not that I believe all farmers 


show a want of taste for many a farm- 
er's home exhibits an appreciation of 
the tasteful and beautiful highly cred- 
itable to the proprietor. Let not the 
farmer think it is beneath him to attend 
to such things, nor con.-ider that time 
lost which he spends in making the 
surroundings of his house tasteful and 
attractive. 
" Let the green tree wave bv thy cottage 
door, 
" 


And the rose in thy garden bloom ; 
With them shall the planter's memory soar, 
When he rests in the quiet tomb:— 
And oft shall the travelers pause to view 
Ihe work of thy patriot hands,—
